Train Crew Testifies lhat Whistle Sounded 

for Crossing and that the Bell was 

Clanging at the time 



Saturday of last we ek at Bomowhere 
hear the hour of noon, at Peek's cross- 
ing, just north of Silver/ Lake Wis.,, 
occurred an accident in which two well 
known men lost theirJives. 

One was a resident of Kenosha coun- 
ty, Monroe Wicks, a farmer living 
, about two miles from Silver Lake. The 
other was his guest, Lucius Pease, of 
Hartford, S. D., who in. company 
with his wife had come to Kenosha 
county for a visit only a few days be- 
fore, and at the time were visiting at 
the Wicks' home. He was a brother 
of James and Charles Pease, both of 
Salem. His home'Tiad been in Dakota 
for the past thirty-six years. 

The two men had been to the village 
of Silver Lake and had spent the fore- 
noon calling on old acquaintances until 
shortly after eleven o'clock when thej? 
8 tar ted for home. In order to reach 
the Wicks' place it was necessary for 
them to. Cross tHe Northwestern rail 
road tracks at what is known as Peck's 
crossing. Exact details will. never be 
known but it is supposed that the two 
were earnestly engaged in conversation 
and failed to see the approach of the 
train, a way freight, and that Wicks 
who wbb driving must have guided 
the team upon the track directly in the 
•path of the oncoming engine. The 
buggy was struck and the occupants 
thrown some distance.^ Wicks was in- 
stantly killed and Peas'e was mortally 
injured. 

The train was stopped and the injured 
'man was placed aboard the engine and 
rushed to Kenosha for the pur- 
pose.of placing him in the hospital 
in the hopes of Baving his life, but so 
serious were his injuries that he died 
abontfive o'clock, although the best 
efforts of several physicians -were put 
forth in an attempt to save him, and 
for a time they had hopes of being suc- 
cessful/but a few moments before his 
death he lapsed into unconscionsness 
and the end came suddenly. Mrs. 
Pease hastened to Kenosha and was 
with him at the time of tils death. Be- 
sides his wife he is survived by'one son 
and two daughters, who reside in Dako- 
ta.. The funeral.was^held at Salem and 
the remains were buried in the Pease 
lot at that place. 

All of the members of the train crew 
were summoned and appeared at the 
inquest They testified that the whis- 
tle was sounded v for the crossing and 
that the bell was clanging at the time 
the buggy waa hit ' 

This crossing is regarded as one of 
the worst in the county and it is quite 
possible that 'the company will now be 
forced to take some step toward its 
improvement 

This Bad accident is the cause of in- 
tense, sorrow throughput the county, 
as both . were well known and highly 
respected men and their tragic death 
waa indeed a Bad ending to visit so 
pleasantly begun. 

The horses both escaped uninjured. 



LABOR LAW IS VIOLATED 

Inspector of Kenosha County Begins an 
Extensive Investigation and Cleanup . 

Deputy Factory Inspector Evans of 
Racine is cleaning up the town of Salem 
and in the Municipal court late Saturday 
afternoon he filed complaints on which 
warrants were issued for the arrest of 
Herbert Stocker, William Koehh, Her- 
Lukow and Fred StofTer. The first two 
are'eharged with violating the compul- 
sory education act by failing to keep child- 
ren of school age in schools of Salem and 
the last two are foremen at. ice houses 
who are charged with employing child- 
ren under the age of 16 years without 
the children securing permits to work. 
This is only the beginning of the fight in 
in Salem as the Depupty Inspector 
found nine children .under the age* of 16 
working in the ice houses at Salem and 
otherwarrent8will.be issued just as 
soon as these cases have been disposed 
of. :In the meantime, the conditions 
are being investigated by the officials of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company as it is 
alleged that the men employed as man- 
agers, for the company had been given 
instruction not to employ any one under 
the age fixed by law. The pay rolls of 
the company show that those children 
were drawing pay at the rate of a dollar 
and a half a day the same pay that is 
given to men of mature years employed 
about the houses. It lVdaimed that 
the children have been at work every 
since the ice harvest otarted and the 
compliant was made by the school 
officials of the district who found that 
the schools were being emptied in order 
to put the children to work in the ice 
houses. The hearing of the managers 
of the ice houses has been set for Fri 
day of this week in the Municipal court 
there ajjd the attorneys for the company 
have been instructed to make an exam- 
ination into the conditions at Salem. 
This is the first time* that Inspector 
Evans has worked in the rural towns of 
the qounty but it is v declared that many 
complaints have been made in regard to 
the failure of children to attend school 
in those towns and' it is expected that 
arrests will be made in all the • towns 
just as soon as the inspector can get out 
the complaints. The State Department 
has sent out a notice to all the deputies 
that the laws in regard to the children 
attending school must be enforced to 
the "Very letter in both the county 
districts and in the cities and many pro- 
secutions are expected as a result

COMMITS SUICIDE 

IN MOMENTS 

OF DELIRUM 



Just as we are about to go to press 
we learn that William Schenning, man- 
ager of the petting Bros, ice house at 
Channel lake had committed suicide by 
shooting himself with a shotgnn. 

Mr. Schenning had been, sick in bed 
with typhoid fever for the past three 
weeks and had been delirious a part of 
the time and it is thought that It was in 
that condition that he committed the 
act. He had been left alone in his room 
for only a very few moments but 
in that short space of time he 
arose from his bed secured a gun and 
fired it, the charge entering his neck, 
and his death being almost instantane- 
ous, the attending physician in the case 
was at once called, but Mr. Schenning 

had expired almost immediately and he 
could render no service.

noon, i 



One of the most interesting topics of 
the day among the farmers and dairy- 
men of this district is the "tuberculin 
-test," whether it is effective or not, 
and whether it will be enforced or "not. 
As stated last week the Shurtleff com- 
mittee has completed their investigation 
and submitted their report. This re- 
port is a voluminous affair covering 127 
type written pages and will be put into 
pamphlet form in "a week or so, in the 
meantime the News has been able to 
secure advanced information of the 
sum and substance of their findings 'and 
also secured in a condensed form the 
statements and- recommendations of 
which it consists and we here present 
the same to our readers* 

From all the: evidence in this case, 
your committee must report- that all 
cases of tuberculosis in cattle are not 
necessarily the exisistance of the disease 
of tuberculosis, if the evidence of the 
medical world is to be relied upon, as 
we gather generally from all the evi- 
dence presented before us. . 

That in the human race, over eighty 
percent of all human being at some 
time during their life are infected* and 
have tubercle bacillus in their system, 
and .yet the larger portion of the human 
race throw it off aud die of other dis- 
eases. And likewise, as it is testified 
to by many witnesses, and the inference 
drawn by others, that in the cattle kind 
nearly all animals, at some time during 
their life, take into their system tuber- 
cle bacilli and the foci of infection form- 
ed, at which times they will react to the 
tuberculine test, yet over ninety percent 
of all cattle so infected throw off the 
infection; overcome the danger and live 
out their allotted time and die of other 
diseases. , During which time of infec- 
tion among cattle they are not throw- 
ing off tubercle bacilli, either through 
milk or the excreata, and are not dan-. 
gerouB to themselves or to others. 

Your committee is compelled, by all 
of this evidence, to find that there are 
two phases of tuberculosis among ani- 
mals: First — The conditions under which 
the animal may be inoculated, infected 
and have within its system tubercle 
bacilli, a lodgement of the cause of the 
disease, and among which animals, it is 
overcome, the tubercle bacilli becoming, 
caseated and encysted and the lesions, 
so-called cured. Second— The stage 
where the infection becomes seated and 
the animal is not able to overcome it, 
and it developes into what may be- 
known as the disease of tuberculosis. 

Your committee find that the tuber- 
culin test in the hands of a skillful vet- 
erinarian, having practical knowledge 
of cattle and having practical acquain- 
tance with and understanding of the 
particular herd and animal diseased, is 
a f aif ty, good diagnostic agent to deter- 
mine the existence of tubercle . bacilli 
and infection in cattle; and that the 
tuberculine test is a fairly, good diag- 
nostic agent- to determine the existance 
of tuberculosis, the disease, in cattle, 
during its earlier stages, but that it is 
not a good diagnostic agent to deter- 
mine the existance of the disease, tuber- 
culosis, In its latter stages or, generaliz- 
ed tuberculosis. 

Your committee further find that the 
tuberculine test, as a diagnostic agent, 
is easily negatived and its results' frus- 
trated by the use of anti-pyrtics and by 
the use of fehrifuge, and that by many 
practical means and measures, the per- 
fect and proper result of the injection 
of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent may 
be overcome. 

Your committee further find that the 
use of tuberculin, as the diagnostic 
agent to discover tuberculosis in ani- 
mals, iB* rendered practically useless 
after an animal has been injected with 
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the tuberculin at two or three different 
times. 

In the city of New York, two hund- 
red and seventy children died, of tuber- 
culosis of all causes in one year. De- 
duct the ene hundred and sixty-six that 
died from pulmonary tuberculosis and it 
leaves one hundred and four dying from 
other causes than pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. Applying to the number the rule 
laid down by Ravenal, Park, Adami and 
the radical rule established by the high 
percentages found in Great Britain and 
Germany, then it is demonstrated that 
altogether in the city of New York, 
twenty-six children under the age of 
five years have died, during one year, 
of bovine infection out of the total num- 
ber of tuberculous deaths, 10,157. 

Take the figures from the vi tal sta- 
tkt sof the city of Chicago for the 
year of .1906, being the last year for 
which full tabulated figures are fur- 
nished your committee, and the total 
number of deaths in the city of Chica- 
go, during 1906 were, 29,048. To- 
tal number from tuberculosis, all 
causes, 3,837. We furnish the follow- 
ing "table of deaths, during 1906, from 
tuberculosis all causes, and include the 
number under one year and under five 
years of age. \

Total number of deaths under five 
years, 251. Deduct those dying from 
pulmonery tuberculosis, 90, and those 
dying from meningeal, 95, of which alj 
of the records in. the scientific world ad- 
mit are not from the bovine cause, and 
it deducts a total of 185 from 251, leav- 
ing 66 cases of children under five years 
of age tha^died from tuberculosis, ex- 
cept pulmonary and meningeal during 
1906. Applying to this.'number the rule 
of percentages laid down by Ravenel,, 
Park, Adami, and the radical figures as 
based upon the results of the British 
Royal commission and we find that in 
the city of Chicago, during 1906, sixteen 
and one-half children, under five years 
of age died of .tuberculosis, and we may 
say, probably caused by the bovine in- 
fection through the milk, out of the 
total number of deaths in that city from 
tuberculosis, 3,837, and deaths of all 
kinds, 29,048. 

Should the^ lower percentages of ab- 
dominal and intestinal tuberculosis that 
prevail in the United States over Great 
Britain and the continent, again divide 
this death rate in the city of Chicago, 
once or twice (which is likely) it would 
seem that the public have been greatly 
and unnecessarily alarmed by bovine in- 
fection through the milk. 

(Bovaird) "If, however, we take the 
frequency of the two types of tubercu- 
losis in the total number of sick children 
treated, we see that, on the , average, 
abdominal tuberculosis is fifteen times 
as frequent^in Great' Britain as in this 
country, the figures being 23.5 per cent 
of the total number treated in Great 
Britain and 0.22 per cent'in the United 
States. These figures surely demon- 
strate beyond doubt that abdominal 
tuberculosis is many times more fre- 
quent among children in Great Britain 
than among those in the United States. "

Men Who Claim Conditions at Wire Works 
Not Satisfactory Quit Work Thursday 

About 100 wire drawers of the Wau- 
kegan wire mills walked out Thursday 
morning and while their removal from 
the mills is important in view of the 
fact that it is the first time in the. his- 
tory of the plant that such a number of 
men have quit at once, it is admitted 
it is not a very serious matter because 
the question of wages is not up at all. 
The men are known as the "coarse 
wire drawers/' that is, they draw the 
coarse wire. 'According to one of the 
men, "we haven't any complaint about 
the wages but what we are kicking on 
is the cleaning and coating* of the rods 
before they are drawn. We also are 
seeking for more ; lubricating on the 
rods so they will slip through the ma- 
chines more easily. The wages and 
other features are all right." 

Superintendent Waldeck said that he 
knew nothing of the complaints of the 
men, that they had merely quit their 
work, that nobody had been to see him 
and explain matters hence he was in the 
dark and was waiting for an explana- 
tion of any possible grievances which 
might exist 

None but the coarse wire drawers 
are affected, the fine wire workers all 
remaining .at their positions. It is 
reported that Superintendent Waldeck 
had received an order from Cleveland 
to the effect that, seeing the wire draw- 
ers were seeking to make trouble that 
he should close down the entire mills 
for an indefinite period. However, this 
report seems to be unauthentic for no 
official at the plant would say that any 
such,order had been received or even 
intimated. 

In fact, it is admitted that the situa- 
tion is not serious for the reason that, 
if the 118 wire drawers who walked out, 
do not see fit to return to work at the 
plant, the company will merely put in 
new men who are to be had by the 
score in other cities where wire mills 
are not running even as full as Wauke- 
gan. From 90 to 100 men were at the 
wire mills gates this morning looking 
for work hence it is apparent that the 
company will have no trouble getting 
help if they fail to get together with 
the employees who walked out. 

According to one man, the main kick 
of the workmen is that they are not al- 
lowed to take all the soap they wish in 
drawing wire, the soap being spread on 
their dies to make the wire run through 
easily. Under the system maintained 
in all the corporation's plants, the men 
take soap whenever it is needed but 
they are held accountable for it, that 
is; each amount is weighed up so that 
it can be estimated how much each man 
uses. What the men want, it is said, 
is to be allowed all the soap they wish 
without having to weigh it up.

The news of Judge Landis' »decision 
was hailed with joy in Zion, the prayer 
bell was vigorously rung, flags were 
hoisted, the Volvites shouted for joy, 
clasped hands and congratulated. them- 
and each other on this final triumph. 
Prayers were offered and altogether it 
was a great day' in Zion. 

Wilbur Glenn Voliva is now the abso- 
lute overlord of the Zion estate as well 
as the legitimate successor of the late 
Jonn Alexander Dowie. The finish in 
this big $700,000 deal came so quickly 
that it fairly bowled the Independent 
forces off their feet, their first intima- 
tion being the clanging of the bell, ac- 
cording to the agreement, made months 
ago, that when the final papers were 
signed transfering the estate to Voliva 
that the prayer bell of Zion should be 
'pealed. 

Cobe & McKinnon are Voliva's brok- 
ers to whom he is to pay $900,000 for 
the estate, a premium of $200,000, pay- 
ing $100,000 and interest every year 
for seven years, and then the balance 
$600 a day including Sundays and holi- 
days. 

This victory ends a long and hard 
fight on the part of Voliva against in- ■ 
conceivable obstacles to block his game 
but he is now the acknowledged leader 
of Zion, with as much power as a man 
would have on his own property. 

The anti-Volivans or Independents it 
is said, beaten and discouraged are to 
participate in a general exodus of the 
city. 

In connection with all this going on in 
Zion and to show what changes a short 
time may bring forth the following arti 
cle is quoted from a Whitehall, Mich., 
paper. "Mrs. Jane Alexander Dowie,. 
Burrounded a few years ago, in Zion 
with every luxury, with a host of ser- 
vants, with men and women only wait- 
ing to do something to win her favor, 
she was the envy of many, who longed 
to attain the influence, wealth and 
power which she through her "husband 
had attained. But today she lies sick, 
alone and unattended inher'home here, 
with only neighbors, the nearest of. 
whom is half a mile away, to adminis- 
ter to her needs. Her son Gladstone 
Dowie is away, working as an insurance 
agent and it leavsB his mother in an un- 
enviable position."

New • York.— President Taft, In a 
speech Saturday night at the annual 
oanquet of the Pennsylvania society in 
this city, opened an active, campaign 
for tho fortification of the; Panama 
canal by the United States. Ho de- 
clared that the right of .'this country 
to accomplish that "result was incon- 
testable and defended such a policy. 

The president believes that' the pres- 
ent session of congress will appropri- 
ate $5,000,000 to begin the work. 

In the senate, the president has been 
told, the sentiment for fortification is 
almost two to one. The houso seems 
pretty evenly divided, but not along 
partisan lines. . Most of the members 
appear to have an open mind, however. 

President Taft will bring all of his 
Influence to bear in favor of fortifica- 
tion. In his speech- he said that there 
were -absolutely no treaty obligations 
In the way of fortifying tho canal; that 
the United States had every right and 
reason, to protect what was purely an 
American waterway. . 

The president said ho yielded to no 
man in his love of peace and hatred to 
the senate arbitration treaties of a 
broader nation than had. ever come 
before that body or any other legisla- 
tive body of the world. At the same 
time Mr. Taft cautioned his hearers 
that universal peace was still a long 
way off and he could not conceive of 
any patriotic American being willing 
to allow an attacking force free and 
equal use of a waterway which was 
built by Americans largely as an In- 
strument for the defense of their coun- 
try. , . ■ . 

Tho president quoted from diplomat- 
ic history to prove his position unas- 
sailable, and said: 

"If wo have to retain n part of our 
navy to defend tho canal on both sldeB, 
then .the canal becomes a burden and 
not an Instrument for our defense. It 1 
ought to defend Itself, and we should 
havo fortifications thero powerful 
enough to keep off tho navies of any 
nations that might possibly attack us." 

Tho estimated cost of the fortifica- 
tion, tho president declared, is % 12,000,- 
000, "hardly more than two .per cent 
of tho cost of the canal, and a first pre- 
mium for insuring its safety that 1b 
not excessive." 

"War is still, a possibility." said the 
president, "and a president, senator or 
congressman who Ignores it as some- 
thing against which proper precaution 
should be taken subjects himself to 
just criticism and condemnation." 




TO UNIFY BANKS 



SYSTEM OFFERED BY ALDRICH 
FORMED BY INSTITUTIONS. 



Would Bo Principal Fiscal Agent. of 
'■ Government New Financial Houses \ 
to Receive ; Savings..- 

r Washington.— Senator N. W. Aid- 
rich's "plan for tho : revision of the 
national banking legislation," as he 
'calls -it, was given publicity Tuesday. 

It does' not contemplate tho estab- 
lishment of a central bank and It Is 
so far from what many havo oxpected 
Mr. Aldrlch to propose that to those 
who havo not been In -his confidence 
it may como as a surprise. 

;Thp plan was, submitted to tbe na- 
tional monetary commission, but Sen- 
ator Aldrlch was not present His 
communication was preBonted to the 
commission by tho vice-chairman. 
Representative Vreelapd.of Now York. 

Far from recommending the estab- 
lishment of a central bank, Mr. Aid- 
rich expressly disclaims belief in it 
as calculated to meet tho needs of 
the situation. In hlB letter of trans- 
mittal, he says: 

"While we have found much that is 
admirable In the operation of the vari- 
ous government banks ' of Europe, 
none of them Is applicable to our 
needs here. Tho good results which 
they obtain can, I believe, be reached 
without the creation of such a central 
bank. I feel that the plan which Is 
proposed reaches those results with- 
out being open to the objections 
which may well be brought against 
such an. institution." 

What Mr. Aldrlch does propose is 
the establishment of the "Reserve As- 
sociation of America," representing 
■what might be called a federation of 
local associations formed by national 
banks. The plan In brief follows: 

Local organizations of representa- 
tives of banks, formed by not fewer 
than ten banks,' each bank holding 
stock In the association In proposition 
to Its capital. 

Directors, elected by these to the 
board of "branch" associations, one 
branch for each of 15 financial dis- 
tricts into which the United States 
would be divided. Each "branch" 
board would include a certain propor- 
tion of men not bankers, but repra- 
senting industrial, agricultural* com- 
mercial and other Interests. 

. The association would bo the prin- 
cipal fiscal 'agent' and depository of 
the -government end would fix from 
time to time the rate of exchange or 
discount. Eventually Its notes would 
replace thoBe of the national' banks. 
Prime commercial paper, passing up 
from the banks through tho local as- 
sociations and branches, as well r.s 
bonds of tho government, could be 
used -as a basis for currency issue.

END TALK ON RECIPROCITY 



Canadian and United States Conferees 

Agree on Tariff Pact, But 

Withhold Details. 

Washington. — The state department 
announces that the Canadian tariff re- 
ciprocity pact has been agreed upon. 
A joint statement was Issued Saturday 
by the United States and Canadian, ne- 
gotiators which read: 

"The negotiators havo reached an 
understanding, which, when certain 
formalities are -completed, will be 
made public at Washington and. .Ot- 
tawa. It is. thought this may be done 
Thursday." 

In submitting the agreement to the 
Benate and to the houso. President 
Taft will avoid submitting It as a 
treaty, which. would requlro a two- 
thirds voto .in the senate. Concur- 
rent legislation in both branches of 
congress making tho stipulated rates 
apply to Canada. can bo made effective, 
with a majority vote in each, branch of 
congress. While the details are with- 
held, It is understood In a general way 
that tho Canadian duties on American 
manufactures are scaled down from 
2# to 5 per cent 

This 1b another form of 'Canada 
granting its intermediate tariff In- 
stead of its general tariff on Ameri- 
can manufactures. . 



Bonllla's Warship Is Seized. 
Truxillo, Honduras.— Commander Da- 
vis of the United States cruiser Ta : 
coma Friday seized the Honduran 
navy—the armed vessel Hornet. After 
two. hours of defiance from Qen. Man-, 
uel Bonllla, provisional president of 
Honduras and leader of the revolt 
against President Davllla, Commander 
Davis sent a force aboard, tho Hornet, 
manned her with American gunners 
and -engineers, sent the rebel crew 
ashore In launches, and ordered his 
men to take, the Hornet out of tho in- 
ner harbor. Commander Davis' action 
was- brought about ,by the Hornet's 
continuous coasting up and down tho 
Honduran border, which he looked 
upon as a threatening hostile act. 

Two Hindoos Kill Selves. 
Tacoms, Wash.— B. Ham and Singh 
Ram, Hindoo brothers, committed sui- 
cide in a hotel hero Saturday by in- 
haling gas. Tho case is regarded as

Executive Council of Federation of 

Labor Decide to Grant Them 

a Charter. 

Columbus, O.— There was much 
gratification among the delegates at- 
tending the convention of the United 
Mine. Workers when, word was re- 
ceived from Washington Friday that 
the executive councils of tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in session in 
that city had decided to grant a char- 
ter to the Western Federation of Mi- 
ners thus clearing tho way, for the 
amalgamation of the Western Fed era* 
tlon with the United Mine Workers. 

The threatened withdrawal of the 
Mine Workers from the Feleratlon of 
Labor was discussed at length again 
at the miner's convention and the 
declaration was made in the passage 
of a resolution, that If the charter 
waB not granted tho Western Federa- 
tion the United Mlno Workers would 
Withdraw and with tho metal miners 
form a new national labor organiza- 
tion.

There Is 
something of pathos in it, : especially when It 
la pointed out to one as it was pointed out 
to mo by Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal,, 
head of tho groat Hudson's Bay Company, 
jwbo said, "Tho last chapter in the romance 
of fur Is being written. It has been a glor- 
Ioub story—a glorious story." 

For threo thousand years tho pelts of wild 
beasts havo played their part in tho lives of 
men. For tho last ten centuries fur has 
played an important part In history. It has 
hold out the liiro of romance — of adventure 
and gold. It has caused wars, and has led 
to the discovery of now lands; Fur hunters 
have done more exploring than. any other one 
class. of men. It was tho beaver that lured 
men from tho St. Lawrcnco to the Mississippi; 
and thence to tho Rockies, opening up a con- 
tinent. It was tho' sable that- drew tho tribes- 
men of Asiatic ; RusBld across to far Kam- 
chatka? and the sea otter that led the Span- 
ish and tho English all around tho .world hi 
crazy craft,- and gavo us our first knowledge 
of tho -Pacific coaBt from AlaBka to. California. 
[When, away back in 1670, a wandering and 
adventurous Frenchman by the name of Groso- < 
Her fired Prince Rupert's imagination with 
glowing talcs of a land filled With priceless 
furs, and a littlo company was formed with a 
capital of $50,000, he did not dream that hla 
,wild project meant tho opening up of a coun- 
try almost' as largo as tho whole of Europe 
and the beginning of an adventure which -was. 
to run through centuries. It was this littlo. 
company of "gentleman adventurers" who 
formed what is today the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, tho groatoBt landed corporation on 
earth— -something which will remain for all 
tlmo in history aa a cenotaph to the tremen- 
dous part which tho furred things of forest 
land mountain and sea have played in the 
fortunes of mon. 

I Last year the raw fur industry of tho world 
amounted to forty million dollars.' Next year ■ 
It will bo fifty million, and the year af tor -that 
tho figures will bo larger stll. Fiyo years ago 
It was Icsb than twenty millions. Yet In 
spite of these figures— -In the face of tho fact . 
pint tho f ur-treaBuro of tho world 1b Increas- 
ing in value each year, and will continue to 
Increase for perhaps another decade, tho 
furrod things of the earth are fast becoming 
extinct. 

A year ago a big, London fur buyer, whose 
business amounts to . over a mlllon dollars' 
annually, Bald to mo, "Within another 'five, 
years only a very few people of moderate 
means will be buying furs. Only the wealthy 
. will bo able to afford those furs which are 
cheapest today, and even the muskrat, whoso 
pelt sold for five and six cents a few- years 
ago, will be prized as a luxury." 

Ten months did much to verify this fur 
dealer's statements. Within that tlmo raw ■ 
pelts advanced from twenty to ono hundred 
' per cent. A Montreal dealer who purchased 
BO',000 muskrat skins at twenty cents. per skin 
% year before .Bold them In London for soven- 
ty. A month later thoy had gone to eighty. 
(Two months-'later they 'woro bringing a. dol- 
lar. In a single season tho value of tho 
world's annual production of fur leaped from 
126,000,000 to over $40,000,000. I had Just 
come down from my laBt trip to the Barren 
(Lands, where I had spent eight weeks among 
tho far northern fox hunters, when word was 
passed from post to post and from trapper to 
trapper throughout hundreds of thousands of 
square miles of Canadian wilderness that a 
fur f amino had struck London and Parte, the 
fur centers of tho world, and that from Winni- 
ng, Ottawa, Toronto and Montreal both tho 
•flnd'cspenddnts" and tho agents of the big 
companies were . making, fabulous offers for 
pelts. 

It will bo interesting to note tho conditions 

that this famlno will bring about during tho 

next two' or three years. Millions of women 

aro as yet unaware of. what tho great fur 

. dealer I have quoted above, describes as "tho 

mino that Ib about to explode under their 

feet." It cannot bo said howovor, that thoy 

fiavo not had some warning. The' woman who 

bought a mink muff for, twenty dollars, five 

rears- ago pays sixty for the same grade of 

article today; Bho will Pay from, seventy to 

Dighty, for it this coming season— a hundred 

or more two years, from now.

tlon of tho fur situation a\? it oxIstB today, j 
and after a long acquaintance with the great 
.fur companies, buyers, and trappers. But a 
few facts aro necessary to show at what ruth- 
loss pace tho slaughter of fur animals has 
gone on during tho past decade. It -was not 
long ago that 150,000 skins of, the sea otter 
wore taken from the Aleutian Islands each 
year. Today thoro are less than 400* skins 'ta- 
ken annually. Ten years ago sea otter was 
a popular fur; today It Is worn only by tho- 
royal blood of Europe. Twenty years ago It 
was estimated that seal herds of the Pry- 
blloffs numbered ovor five millions. Today,.' 
in spite of. international treaties for their 
protection, there aro not more than 150,000 
seals on tho Island! About ' 10,000 skins 
wore taken last year, and bo relentless was 
the slaughter on account of tho princely sums 
offered for tho fur that 10,600 baby seals died 
during tho season,' chiefly of starvation bo- 
causo of tho death of their mothers. 

The glossy little wood marten is dying out. 
Four years ago I met two Canadian trappers 
" who were coming down from the upper New 
Ontario game regions with 300 marten, worth 
then from four to five dollars a skin. Today 
they, aro worth twenty-five dolars,. and a half 
a doson are a big "catch" for any one man in 
a single season. \ Fivo years ago 1,700,000 
foxes wore killed to supply the world's mar-' 
ket. Three years ago the number had fallen 
to 1,200,000. Last year less than a million 
wore caught. From two dollars a skin tho 
.red fox jumped;, to twelve; the "cross" fox 
; from twenty-five to as high as a hundred, all- , 
vor and black fox to prices' that mado their 
skins ten times tho vaiuo of their weight in 
gold! 

Tho silver and black are now so raro that 
thoy aro "bid" for only by dukes and 
duchesses, tho rulers and tho v holrs of king- 
doms and empires. Seldom does ono sell In 
tho London -or Paris markets, for loss than 
from $700 to $1,000. A year ago one pelt sold 
for $4,000. In thlB same way are going tho 
black sablo and the Mttlo white ermlno whose 
pelt has boon worn in tho robes of royalty 
for more than .Bovcn centuries. It was not 
lbng ago that 100,000 skins of the black sablo 
found- their way Into tho market each year. 
Last year this numbor had dwindled to fifteen 
thousand! L 

The "signB of »tho change" aro. now at hand' 
In another way, and bb a consoquonco nevor 
In history will tho women of tho world bo 
"lip : against" a greater assortment of ; substi- v 



tutes In the fur line than during tho coming 
seasons. 

Tho world's prosperity and Us rapid' in- 
crease In population are, of course, the chief 
causes of tho extinction of fur. As recently 
as ten years ago the people of the United 
States were hot counted among tho great 
buyers of fur. Now the majority of women 
among ninety million' people are purchasers 
of fur of ono kind or another. Five years 
ago London was the World's 'greatest fur cehr 
ter, with ParlB a close second. Today, so 
enormous has tho "demand for fur bocorao In 
this country aB weli as across tho sea, that 
there are over 3,000 establishments for the 
treatment of fine furs and tho making of fur 
garments In New York City alone. 

London and Paris have now taken second 
and third placeB in tho actual making of fur 
garments, though London handles more raw 
•fur than the other two combined. Last year 
the value of Now York's "finished" output was 
nearly $20,000,000, and fully sixty per cent. ; 
of tills was represented by tho furs which a 
few years ago wero considered almost worth- 
less. 

"Three years will cl$an out the cheaper 
class of fur," said a Montreal buyer to me, 
"and then the real famine will' be at hand." 

This pnBslng of the old romance of fur 1b 
marked not only by the pathos of the furred. 
thlngB themselvos, but by that of the wild 
and plcturesquo life of those thousands of 
wilderness people wIiobo centuries-old voca- 
tion, must go with the things which, gave it 
birtii. There is some comfort for tho lover 
of the wild and what It holds In the thought 
that at least In a' great part of tho far Cana- 
dian wilderness the plcturesquo fur-hunter 
will never, like the courier du hols, quite dlo 
out. In a country one-third as largo as the 
whole of Europe railroads and civilization will 
nover go. This vast wilderness region, long 
described as a "waste," stretches from tho 
coast of Labrador, through Ungava, skirts 
Hudson's Bay and swings north and weBt to 
Mackenzie Land and tho polar soas. 

It Is a land where for six months out of tho 
year man'c llfo Is a bitter fight against deep 
snows and fierce blizzards— -against hardships 
of all kinds, starvation, and a cold that 
reaches sixty degrees below zero and which 
Is' so Vd f ry". that one may freoze almost to the 
poin£ of death without, being aware. of espe- 
. cial dlilcomfort or pain. It Is, as Lord Strath- 
conn. sWys, "the last great trapping ground." 
Out of this trapping ground there has come 



a constant stream, of treasure for nearly two 
and a half centuries. Last year, according to 
Canadian export figures, this treasure amount- 
ed to. $2,719,822, but no credit was given for 
the enormous home consumption of raw pelts. 
The actual catch was worth at least ^ 5 - 50 ^" 
000 The coming season will see $7,000,000 
worth of furs caught in Canada, in spite of 
tho fact that tho actual number of skins will 
be at least a quarter less than a year ago, 
when tho lives, of between thirty and .forty 
million wild things were taken that Milauy 
of civilization might have her furs. 

As recently as eight years ago, when the 
writer first began his Journeys into tho nortn- 
land.'one struck tho great fur country as soon 
as ,hb crossed Lake Superior. From there it 
ranged to the Arctic sea. Lobs than a decade 
has brought about a tremendous change, and 
now one travels a hundred miles farther north 
before ho enters the "last great trapping 
ground." From this great trapping ground 
comes seventy per cent, of the better class 
of furs worn by tho American woman and her, 
Canadian sister. 

In a vast desolation one-third^ as large. as 
tho whole of Europe there Is no railroad, no 
white man's village, and its population Is less 
'than that of tho Sahara Desert. In its cen- 
ter la Hudson's Bay, Hho great "ice box of 
the north—nine, times as largo as the stato or 
Ohio. Over this vast territory at distances 
of from ono to three hundred miles apart are 
scattered the Hudson's Bay Company's posts 
and those of its French- competitors, the Re- 
velllon Brothers. In most instances a post 
consists of nothing more than a company 
"store," the factor's house, and two or threo 
log cabins. Except during the months of tho 
trapping season these are practically the only 
points of human life In a country that runs 
two .thousand miles east and west and from 
two to eight hundred north and south; 

With, tho first breath of winter the fur-gath- 
ererB begin to. bury themselves in the vast 
desolation about them, traveling ono and 
sometimes two hundred miles away from tho 
post to their old trapping grounds. 

From the moment ho leaves his door to go 
ovor his line, threo days' supply of food and 
a thick blanket in his pack-sack, a knife, a 
belt-ax and a rifle as. weapons, every hour is 
filled with excitement for tho hunter of fur. 
On his snowshoes he Bpeeds swiftly from trap 
to trap, every mile of snowy forests and 
swamps revealing tho mysteries of tho wild 
tilings to him as plainly as a picture-book. 

In one trap be finds a great whlto owl, and 
cuts off the beautiful. wings for tho wife and 
children back In the cabin. In tho next there 
is a huge snow-shoo rabbit, frozen stiff as It 
had died. And then, from through tho thick 
and gloomy balsam ahead, he hears the faint 
clinking of a chain. His blood leaps now/for 
this royal sport of tho wilderness never grows 
old to the fur-hunter. The chain clinks loud- 
er, and ho draws In quick, excited breathB ns 
he lifts the hammer of his rifle and stares 
ahead. Ho comes suddenly upon tho next 
house, and there is a snarling, leaping, thing 
in the air before him, a great silver-gray 
furred thing, lithe and beautiful as It crouches 
at bay— a lynx. And a magnificent specimen, 
its six-inch fur, as fine as a woman's hair, 
crumpled and lying richly upon the blood- 
' stained snow as it waits for tho man to como. 
.within springing distance. But tho hunter 
knows better. Ho "almB carefully for a spot 
where ho can sew up tho bullet-hole, and fires. 
Only a short tlmo from now some gently nur- 
tured beauty of civilization will press tho 
warmth and regal loveliness of that thing to 
her face, and— 1b It possible that a vision of 
this wIldorneBS tragedy will como to her then? 
No moro than the dark-faced hunter seas a 
vision of that Woman's loveliness as he skins 
his catch and hurries on. To each Is given 
but a part of the picture. 

The forest man . knows only that ho has 
qaught a "Number One, Extra" lynx, and that" 
the Company wll pay him fifteen dollars for 
it. His mental visions go no farther than 
that. Ho makes no effort to follow It In tho 
great ship that will carry it to Paris or Lon- 
don, whore It will bo sold at great profit;' 
nor to tho furrier's shop, nor to tho dainty 
girl or tho society matron In New York who 
will pay $150 for that same fifteen-dollar lynx 
— In an "Imported" muff. He goes on. keyed 
to higher excitement, until the end of tho day 
comes, and in tlfe first gray gloom of early 
night ho stops at one of tho three or four 
small log shelters which ho has built for him- 
self along tho' trap-line, gets his supper, lights 
his pipe, and rovlows the happenings of the 
day until slumber closoa hineycB. 

It will take him threo days to cover a forty- 
mile trap-lino, and when he returns to his 
onhin at the close of tho third he Is welcomed 
by the glad cries of his children and. tho 
laughter and Joy of his wife,- who has a ten- 
der roast porcupine or a venison stew waiting 
for him. For two. days after that he rests^ 
smokes his. pipe, and tolls of his adventures, 
while his wife scrapes the fat from his pelts 
and stretches. them on"" sticks. Then, once 
more, ho shoulders his pack, and goes again 
upon his round of excitement, adventure' and 
'profit.

IN AUTHOR'S BODY AND 

COMMITS SUICIDE. 

WOUNDED MAN MAY RECOVER 



;Would Be Assassin Identified as Fit* 
hugh C. Goldsborough, Professor 
of Violin — Cause for Trag- 
edy Mystery. 



New York.— David Graham Phillips, 
author and writer upon sociological 
•problems, was shot clown as he was 
on his way to tho Princeton club by 
(Fitzhugh C. Goldsborough, a profes- 
sor of the violin, who had lived at 
jthe Hand School of Social Science 

After firing six bullets into the help- 
less author, Goldsborough turned his 
/vicious looking Colt magazine "revolver 
rupon himself and sent a bullet plow- 
ing into his brain. 

Goldsborough fell dead to tho side- 
walk. Phillips was hurried Into tho 
Princeton club and then to Bellevue 
{hospital, where the surgeons said that 
he might recover. None of tho six 
bullets, the surgeons thought, had 
touched a vital spot. 

The motlvo for the shooting of 
Phillips is only vaguely' hinted at 
through a remark Goldsborough made 
to Dr. George Maurer, who had treat- 
ed tho violinist. To tho physician 
Goldsborough went six months ago 
jwhen 111 with stomach trouble. The 
physician saw him last three weeks 
ago. At that time Goldsborough de-. 
clared with bitterness: 

"There is an author who has writ- 
ten something that reflects upon. my 
family In Washington. I do not like 
It." 

Doctor Maurer gavo no heed to 
what Goldsborough told him. and only 
adverted to it as a possible motlvo 
for the shooting of Phillips. 

Goldsborough came of a family of 
some prominence in Washington.- His 
father. Dr. Edmund K. Goldsborough, 
lives there with his wife and two 
daughters. Doctor Goldsborough told 
a reporter at Washington that he was 
utterly at a loss to account for his 
son's attempted murder of Philips. 
He had no idea that his son was ac- 
quainted with the author. 

Detective O'Farrell of police head- 
quarters, who knew Philips intimate-. 
ly, said the author had spoken to him 
of getting threatening letters within 
the last two months. Phillips ad- 
verted to them Jokingly.. 

Defore he left his home at the Na- 
tional Arts club to go to the Prince- 
ton club, shortly before the shooting, 
Phillips got a telegram signed with 
Ills own name, In which he was 
warned to look out for his life. It is 
supposed the telegram was sent by 
Goldsborough. 




PROGRESSIVE LEAGUE FORMED

.Moses E. Clapp, Minnesota; Senator 
Joseph L. Brlstow, Kansas; Represent- 
ative E. H. Hubbard, Iowa; Represent- 
ative Irvine L. Lcnroot, Wisconsin; 
{Representative-Elect William Kent, 
jCallfornia; Glfford PInchot, Pennsyl- 
vania; George L. Record, Now Jersey. 

Tho declaration of principles signed 
"by nine Republican United States sen- 
ators, the governors of six Republican 
states, thirteen members of the house 
and others in part follows: 

"The object of tho league is the pro- 
motion of popular government and 
progressive legislation. 

"Popular government in America has 
[been thwarted and progressive legls- 
(latlon strangled by tho special inter- 
ests, which control caucuses, dele- 
gates, conventions and party organi- 
sations. 

"The Progressive Republican league 
[advocates the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of Ime 
fpeople; direct primaries for tho 
jnomination of all elective ofllclals; 
jthe direct election of delegates to na- 
tional conventions, with opportunity 
•for the voter to express Mb choice for 
(president and vice-president; amend- 
pnent to state, constitutions providing 
jfor the Initiative and referendum and 
(recall, and a thorough general cor- 
rupt practice act."

ANDREW CARNEGIE GIVES $10> 
000,000 TO WASHINGTON RE- 
SEARCH INSTITUTE. 



GIFTS TOTAL $25,000,000 



Donor Announces That Through the 
Institution 60,000 Worlds Have 
Been Discovered and New Process 
for: Making of Cement Found. 

/ 



New York.— The donation of an ad- 
ditional endowment of §10,000,000 to 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton by Andrew Carnoglo, tho founder, 
was announced Friday. 

This latest contribution brings the 
total of Mr. Carnegie's gifts to, tho 
institution to $25,000,000, and will en- 
able its directors to broaden greatly 
the scope of tho work done under tho 
general guidance and with the co-oper- 
ation of the Institute. 

Coupled with the formal announce- 
ment was a declaration by Mr. Car-' 
negle that tho work of the Institution 
had cleared from.blamo tho captain 
of a British ship who ran his vessel 
upon the rocks, by proving that the: 
British admiralty charts by which the 
captain was guided were two or three 
degrees astray. 

The discovery of GO.OOO now worlds 
by Professor Halo -at tho observatory 
on Mount Wilson. Cal., also was an- 
nounced. The observatory was estab- 
lished by tho institution,, and Its 
operations and discoveries afford Mr. 
Carnegio more delight, perhaps, than 
any other workings of the institution. 

Mr. Carnegie also announced that a 
far more powerful telescope than man. 
has evor made Is now under construc- 
tion for tho Mount Wilson observa- 
tory. With It ho hopes to make pos- 
sible the discovery of still more celes- 
tial bodies. 

1 The now telescope wll have a lens 
of 100 Inches diameter. Mr. Carnegio 
declares that "the whole world Is go- 
ing to listen to the oraclo on tho top 
of Mount Wilson, and In a few years' 
we shall know more about tho uni- 
verse than Galileo and Copernicus 
over dreamed of. I hope I shall live 
long enough to hear tho revelations 
that are to come from Professor Halo 
on Mount Wilson." 
" Mr. Carnegio further declared that 
the Institute soon will be ready to 
show a formula for tho making of 
Portland cement. 

"It hnB found the Ingredients neces- 
sary by analysis," ho said, "and that 
Invaluable material can be produced 
In any part of tho world, wherever 
the elements are found. Hitherto, as 
I understand It, cement could only be 
mado from certain comparatively raro 
deposits." 

It was nearly ten years ago— In 
1902— that tho Institute was founded 
by Mr. Carnegio. At that time ho 
gave the board of trustees a fund of 
110,000,000 returning an annual In- 
come of five per cent. Five years 
later he added $2,000,000 to tho en- 
dowment of the Institution, which was 
Incorporated In 1904.

SUMMON 125 IN VO TE PROBE 

DANVILLE GRAND JURY SENDS 
- OUT SUBPOENAES. 



Signing of. Official Documents Causes 
Scurrying for Legal Advice— Judge 
. May Bo Hit, 



Danville, III.— One Hundred and 
twenty-five subpoenaes for Vermil- 
ion county politicians were Issue* 
by the vote-fraud grand jury directly 
after six of tho wealthiest bankers of 
Danville had appeared beforo the In- 
quisitorial body. 

It was tho initial broadside In the 
county's fight 'to purify the ballot and 
the, bare rumor that tho jury fore- 
man, Isaac Woodward, was signing 
tho official doc-uments spread deepest 
consternation. When tho wholesale 
subpoena rumor was verlfled th€re. 
was wlld.'scurfylng for attorneys' and 
Ic^al ndvlco on the part of many. 
; The subpoenaes Issued' followed a 
long day of grand jury session at 
which bIx of Danville's wealthiest 
bankers told tho story of tho downfall 
of Former County Treasurer Hardy 
H. Whltlock through extravagant vote 
buying. B. X. Leseuro, son-in-law of 
Joseph G. Cannon, president of the 
Danville National bank, was. given the 
longest gruelling beforo tho grand 
Jury. 

It develops that Isaac Woodward, 
foreman of tho grand jury, has con- 
sulted several attorneys with refer- 
ence to Indicting buyers and sellers 
of votes for criminal conspiracy, and 
It is predicted that a real sensation Is 
in store for those who havo expected 
merely a perfunctory arraignment and 
tho assessment of nomlnul fines 
a gin st offenders. - 

Under the law covering voto selling 
the seller cannot bo prosecuted after 
tho expiration of 18 months, but, ac- 
cording to tho opinons of various law- 
yers consulted by Mr. Woodward, he 
can go back three years under the 
criminal conspiracy act.' . Tho law 
states that when a candidate Is elec- 
ted by fraud there has been criminal 
conspiracy and tho grand Jury will 
endeavor to bring Indictments under 
tho law, it Is Bald. 

If the grand jury goes back three 
years It will bo compelled to Investi- 
gate the election of Mayor Piatt, Judgo 
Klmbrough, who charged the grand 
jury In tho voto-selllng Inquiry, 
State's Attorney Lewman, who is con- 
ducting the investigation,. and numer- 
ous other ofllclals who have been 
elected during the last threo years. 



ACQUITffeD OF JURY BRIBING 

Attorney Erbsteln, Who Defended Lee 

O'Nell Browne, Is Found "Not 

Guilty" of Charge. 



Chicago. — Attorney Charles R * Erb- 
steln was acquitted of the charge 
of having bribed a Juror in his 
efforts to provo Leo O'NolI Browne, 
former minority leader of- tho legisla- 
ture, not guilty of purchasing votes 
for tho election of William Loriraer to 
thcUnlted States senate. 

Tho closo of the ISrbsteln case brings 
to an end one of the angles • growing 
out of charges of legislative corrup- 
tion. Charges of jury bribing began 
to appear before tho first trial of 
Browne was fairly sjtarted, and during 
tho second trial, when Erbsteln was 
chief counsel, tho grand Jury made 
dally investigations of now charges.

Tho prediction is made that before 
1920 Manitoba, Saskatchewan, *• Al- 
borta and British. Columbia will have 
ten million people. -It is mado not by 
a. sanguine Western journal but by 
that.-yory. sober business nowspaper, 
the' New York Commercial. It .Is 
based upon actual observation, upon' 
tho wheat-growing capacity of the Ca- 
nadian West, anil upon the prospects 
of development following tho build- 
ing of railways. Tho- writer .shows 
how- tho position of leading wheat 
market of the w.o? Id passed from 
Mil waukoo to 'Minneapolis arid thence, 
to Winnipeg. Canada's 'wheat-grow- 
ing belt is four times greater than 
that of tho "United States, and only 
fivo per cent of Canada's western agri- 
cultural area is , -under cultivation.. 
There are 170,000,000 acres, of wheat 
lands which will make th'eso Western 
Provinces richer, more populous, moro 
dependable for food supplies than the- 
Western States can ever become. The 
center of food supremacy will change- 
to Canada, and 25 years more will 
givo this country 40,000,000 popula- 
tion west of Ontario. 

All these estimates of population 
aro in the nature of guesses, and must" 
not be read too literally. But the 
enormous area of wheat-growing land, 
tho rapid . construction of railways, 
and tho large volumo of immigration 
aro facts which must bo recognized.' 
•They point to tho 'production of an 
over-Increasing surplus of wheat and 
other cereals. However rapidly tho 
urban, the industrial and commercial 
population of Canada may increase, 
tho increaso of home consumption is 
hardly likely to keep paco with. that 
of the production of wheat; for a 'sin- 
gle acre of wheat will provide for tho 
average annual consumption of four 
people. 

Whllo production In Canada Is thus 
running ahead of consumption at a 
prodigious rate, consumption In the. 
United' States is overtaking producf 
tlon, and tho surplus for bxport is 
growing smaller year by year. It is 
true that tho limit of actual power to 
produco wheat is ne yet far away. 
By methods of intensive cultivation, 
such as prevail In France, tho produc- 
tion- could bo greatly Increased, i But 
with tho overflowing granary of Can- 
ada so closo at hand. It seems likely 
that our neighbors 'will begin to Im- 
port from us, turning, their own en- 
ergies moro largoly to other forms of 
agriculture. 

It must bo remembered that while 
tho Northorn States rosemblo Canada 
In climate and products, the resom- 
blanco diminishes as you go south- 
ward. Tho wheat bolt gives 'place to 
a* corn belt, and this again to semi- 
tropical regions producing cotton, to- 
bacco, cane-sugar, oranges and other 
tropical fruits.

Washington.— The government board 
of' architectural award baa passed 
Judgment on tho plans of the. archi- 
tects who entered Into competition 
for selection as tho designers of the 
three great new government buildings 
which soon are to ;bo^ erected, » 

It Is tho government's Intention to 
erect new buildings for tho departr 
monts of commerce. and: labor,. of jus- 
tice, and of state, between Ohio ave- 
nue and Tho Mall, which strotches its 
green, way from tho capitol to tho 
monument. 

The money for tho structures al- 
ready has been appropriated. It 
amounts to about $8,000,000. Author- 
ity has been given for the employment 
of architects and for the prosecution 
of the building work. 

At tho timo that : tho government of- 
ficials considered tho project of de- 
ciding upon plans for" the three great 
new buildings it was determined that 
only the best talent the country- pro- 
duced should, bo, brought to bear in 
making the selections for plans. Three 
committees of award, consisting of 
flvo persons for, each building; wero 
named to study tho preliminary plans 
Xrom which a final selection should be 
made. None of the men appointed as 
Judges had been in the^ field of compe- 
tition, and all of them wero distin- 
guished In architectural work. 

Entering into tho. competition wero 
57 architects, 19 to each building. The 
Intention was not to secure fully de- 
veloped plans, but evidences of skill 
In directing such elements of prelim- 
inary planning as. would snow that 
the ultimate work was. certain to hold 
both beauty and strength. 

Uncle Sam's Extensive Plan. 
When the Jurors were, ready to he- 
gin tho work of passing Judgment on 
the plans submitted, Secretary of. the 
Treasury MacVeagh took them into his 
offlco and told them that the present 
project was the beginning of tho work 
of taking over tho whole south side 
of Pennsylvania avenue for govern- 
ment purposes, and ho impressed upon 
them the necessity of seeing to It 
that tho plans which they approved 
were not only of, high excellence, but 
wore In artistic sympathy with, the 
great scheme of a, government park 
which was to be added to the grounds 
of The Mall and to occupy all the sec- 
tion south of Pennsylvania avenue 
now given oyer to business interests. 
The building for the department of 
commerce and labor will be the largest 
of the three now structures. It will 
bo Ave stories high while the others 
are to be only three. It will be 503 
feet long with a depth of 300 feet 
The elevation /shows a plain facade, 
tho chief feature of which Is a. row 
of 28 attached columns. The building 
probably will- be of marble; v 

An interior feature of the department 
of commerce and labor building will be 
a huge aquarium in the center, In which 
will be shown an exhibit of tho bureau 
of fisheries. Today this Is on6 of the 
most Interesting sights, in the city, but 
the , aquarium of tho present time 
in a far off section of ■ the town a 
comparatively . few people know of 1 
existence. 

• Beauty of the Designs. 
It Is virtually, impossible with id lay- 
man's pen to give an. adequate idea of 
the beauty of the designs which are 
now on exhibition in the treasury 
building. A fine detail of the ifacado 
of the structure Intended to house the 
state department Is eight Corinthian 
columns flanked on either side by alx 
Doric columns. The four sides. will 
present to the view. 56' Doric columns, 
some* attached and. others Btandlpg ab- 
solutely froo. 

In the state .department building 
there will be a great dining room with 
a reception room on one sido and a' 
smoking room on the other.' The head 
of- tho state department has occasion' 
at times to pay honor, to foreign 
guests of distinction, and the innova- 
tion of tho banquet hall with all the 
necessary adjuncts of kitchens and 
pantries will enable the department, 
by entertaining In Its own building, to 
give an entirely official significance to 
the receptions ' which the necessities 
of. diplomacy entail upon the repre- 
sentatives of the great s government* 
when representatives of other great 
governments are oh visiting bent 
May Beat Commission Bill. 
Tariff commission legislation is in 
danger; It has been pointed out that, 
before, this somo of tho Republicans 
ol one of the factions In; the house 
wero opposed to the bill .In tho form 
in which President Taft has given It 
endorsement. It may be now • that; 
these Republicans will succeed in 
making such changes in the measure 
that it will not receive final endorse-, 
ment. 

President Taft is emulating* the 
RqosovoU strenuoslty in- hiB endeavor 
to get tho factions together on, the, 
Longworth bill, Which more nearly 
meets his vlo^s of the form which the 
legislation should take. The Demo-

Republicans, continue to disagree un- 
.Ul^the; Jmdf tor.\iZ- tariff commission 
;iegl8latI0tef^not enacted at thiB sea-, 
session/ tho represent minority party in 
th6;hduse believes that it will bo easr 
Jer for it noxt year to undertake down- 
ward tariff revision with, a greater as- 
surance, of winning the approval of tho 
country. . 

' Appropriation May Bo Cut. 
It Is oven possible that ! the present 
tariff board may pass out of existence 
because "of tho refusal of congress to 
appropriate $50,000 for" tho .'continu- 
ance; of Its work.. There Is a disposi- 
tion to cut the proposed sum in half 
and if this Is done, whilo tho board 
can continue its work for some lime, 
Its funds will disappear comparatively, 
early and it will bo necessary to as"k 
a Democratic houso for a further, ap. 
proprlation, and it may be that the 
Democrats,. Intent ori, tariff revision 
according to their own views, will re- 
fuse to vote the money. 

•Of course If a tariff commission Is 
authorized tho present board will' dis- 
appear, but it may bo that, the three; 
members who constitute, it will obtain 
membership In the commission. The 
tariff is still by far tho most momen- 
tous if not tho most sensational mat- 
ter before congress. It is sure of a 
life of perplexity to the parties long 
after the Lbrlraer case has been for- 
gotten arid long after Mr? Balllnger 
and Mr. Pinchot havo passed from 
publlo attention. 

President Takes Long Walks. 
President Taft over since he has 
been In offlco has shown a fondness 
for automobile. riding and touring. It 
is nothing at all unusual for him to 
take spins on the country roads In 
tho late evening hours after the day's 
work and the early . evening's social 
engagements havo been .closed;* :Rc-, 
contly, however, tho president has 
shown a return of his early walking 
Impulses. Possibly ho feels that ho 
needs exercise, for at this season of 
the year tho golf Units are hardly ''hab- 
itable/' Occasionally Mr. Taft- takes 
a walk which rivals In length somo of 
thoso which were taken almost dally 
by his predecessor In offlco. Mr. Taft, 
unlike Mr. Roosevelt, however, does 
not attempt, to scale cliffs or to swim 
streams, but contents himself with a 
quiet pace along the smooth highways. 
Occasionally the president walks 
across Highway bridge over tho Poto- 
mac, which Is a good, long pedestrian 
trip in itself, and then extends his 
foot journey . to Arlington or Fort 
Myer," and turns to retrace his steps 
to the White . House. . The president 
weighs over 300 pounds, but ho is ac- 
tive and remarkably light on his feet' 
Statehood for Arizona In Peril. 
.The wonder Is ^Washington if, aft- 
er years of striving for. sisterly rec- 
ognition, Arizona is going to be left 
out of the Union of the states for 
Bomo timo to come. 

In about two weeks the people of 
Arizona will veto on the adoption of 
the state constitution which was drawn 
up at the constitutional convention. If 
tho document In Its present form is 
sanctioned the friends of Btatehood 
fear that the president and the con- 
gress of the United States will Inter- 
pose a Veto -and that the territory will 
be obliged to .wait much longer before 
it can become a state. 

The progressive Republicans In Con- 
gress say that it is the old time reac- 
tion which Is manifesting itself In a 
disposition to refuse to sanction the 
constitution of Arizona In its present 
form. Tho conservative Republicans, 
and tho president, too, for that mat- 
ter, say that they are opposed to Art 
zona's constitution principally because 
It makes the recall apply to Judicial of- 
fices so that if a Judge renders a 
decision which is unpopular,' even 
though It be founded on sound law, 
he can be kicked off the bench "simply 
becauso ho has seen fit to do his 
duty." 

Progressives Say Stand Firm. 
Many. of tho progressive > senators 
have written letters to the Arizona peo- 
plo tolling them to : stand; by their 
cause, that the constitution Is . simply 
progressive, and not radical, and that 
it would bo better for tho territory to 
remain out of tho, Union for a whllei 
certain that it wiil get in evontually 
under the conditions that it desires; 
rather than to yield anything to the 
clamor of reaction. 

Senator Jonathan' Bourne of Oregon^ 
whose Influence it'ls'said was largely 
responsible for tho election of a pro- 
gressive majority in the Arizona con- 
stitutionals convention, has, written a 
letter to President Hunt, who' presided 
at the convention and in it he says 
this: 

"The question of whether the presi- 
dent will or will not approve the Ari- 
zona constitution should bo wholly im- 
material. The people of Arizona had 
better lose statehood than; yield tho 
control of their own state government. 
Dictation from one man In Washing- 
Ion should be as distasteful to the peo- 
plo of Arizona as dictation from London 
was to the American colonists." 

President Taft .before long will ap- 
point the membors. of' an international 
joint commission provided for under a 
treaty between tho United States and 
Great Britain. The members of tho 
commission will attempt to settle boun- 
dary questions and 1 water power 
right disputes between this country 
and Canada. 

• The terms of the international treaty 
contain ono curlouB feature. The com- 
missioners are given the right to fix 
their own salaries, The wonder is Just 
what tho limit*. of modesty will be. 
It is understood that one or two mem- 
bers of congress who failed of recogni- 
tion will lie named for positions on tbo 
commission. Representatives and sen-' 
ators receive $7,500 n year as.asalary.

1b whether or 
notHheso officials of government when 
they become international commission- 
ers, will bo content with the pay which 
they drow as representatives of only

ROSSEAU ON AERONAUTICS 



Curious Little Treatise on Aerial Navi- 
gation Written by French 
Author Turns Up. 

A curious llttlo book has turned up 
— an old, old treatise on aeronautics 
by Jean Jacques Rousseau called "Lo 
Nouvcau Dedale." Like Leonardo da 
Vinci and Cyrano de Bergerac, Rous- 
seau was haunted by the dream of 
aerial navigation. We read: "Men 
walk on the earth, they sail on the 
water and swim In it Is not the air 
an element, like the others? What 
business have the birds to shut us out 
of their premises, while wo are made 
welcome In those of the fishes?" Rous- 
seau took no stock In any theories pro- 
pounded by the Darius Greens of his 
day. He sifted the matter for himself, 
and thought It involved two problems. 
First, to find a body lighter than air. 
so that it would rise. * He Imagined 
that sooner or later such a body might 
present Itself. There was no telling. 
But what stumped him was his second 
problem—how to make that obliging 
body stop rising, and how in creation 
to make it come down. This was too 
tough for Jean Jacques, and he wound 
up his book by admitting It. For a 
long time "Le Nouveau Dedale" re- 
mained unpublished, appearing only 
In 1801.

Taught habits of thrift at St Mar- 
tha's mission, Eighth street and Sny- 
der avenue, the children' who attend 
the mission, about 300 In number, 
have saved, collectively $G,000 In the 
lust few years.

The mission has done other things 
for the children of the neighborhood, 
too, and baa a splendid record for Its 
nine years of existence at .Its present 
location. A substation of the free pub- 
lic library has been opened there, a 
dispensary has been provided and 
there are two playgrounds, where 300 
children played every day last sum- 
mer; Then there are clubs, for tho 
children and a mothers' club for the 
mothers.— Philadelphia North Ameri- 
can.

The original thaler was 
the silver guldengroschen, coined In 
1618 by order- of Count Schlick from 
tho silver of Joachlmsthal, In Bohe- 
mia, and known at first as tho "Jo- 
achlmsthaler.** Thus the name means 
otymologically, "of the valley." — Lon- 
don Chronicle.
